both Judge Stearns and 
Ensign sat in tho case, owing to the inter­ 
est and importance of tho decision.

peared for Christian and the dressed meat 
company.

N ear Y onkers, N. Y. 
N ew Y ork, Aug. 14.—Dr. Alexander 
Brown Mott, ono of the most noted of 
American surgeons and a son of the fa ­ 
mous surgeon, Valentine Mott, died at his 
country seat, 
near Yonkers, yesterday 
morning of pneumonia, after an illness of 
two days. 
Dr. Mott was born in New Y ork March 
31, 1820. 
W hen IO years of age he was 
taken to Europe, and there received a 
careful classical education. 
Ho was ap- 
painted visiting surgeon of St. Vincent’s 
hospital in 1853. 
From 1855 to 1863 ho 
Allod a similar position in tho Jewish 
hospital, and for fourteen years was head 
surgeon in tho Charity hospital. 
In 1859 
he was appointed attending surgeon at 
Bellevue hospital, and subsequently con­ 
sulting surgeon to tho bureau of medicine 
and surgical relief to tho outdoor poor of 
Now York. 
In 18G1 Dr. Mott undertook tho organi­ 
zation of tho medical corps of tho regi 
monts th at wero sent to the seat of war, 
and afterw ard he founded tho United 
Btates Army General hospital. 
In 1802 bo 
received the commission of surgeon of 
United Statos volunteers, with tho rank of 
M ajor. 
Ho was mustered out of service 
July 27, 1803, 
with tho brevet rank of 
Colonel. 
Dr. Mott made a study of special study 
of hydrophobia nnd was recognized as one 
of the highest American authorities upon 
this subject. 
He was a thorough believer 
in fithe efficiency of the treatm ent pre­ 
scribed by Pasteur, the French scientist, 
and attem pted to form a school hero simi­ 
lar in design to tho ono established in 
Paris. 
Tho experim ent was not a success, 
however, and after two years of careful 
trial was abandoned.

P re d a to ry F ish are th e F astest Swim ­ 
m ers and Food F ish th e Slowest. 
The speed of fishes is almost an unknown 
quantity, being, as Prof. O. Brown Goode 
of the United States fish commission says, 
very difficult to measure. 
“ If you could 
get a fish,” said Prof. Goode to a Wash­ 
ington Post reporter, “and put him in a 
trough of water 1,000 foot long and start 
him at one end and rank o him swim to tho 
other without stopping, the information 
could bo easily obtained, but fish are 
unintelligent and they won’t do this. 
Estimates of tho spood of fish aro conse­ 
quently only approximated and more or 
less founded on guessing. 
You can tell, 
however, at a glance, whether a fish is 
built for speed or not. 
A fast fish looks 
trim and pointed, liko a yacht. 
Its head 
is conical shaped, and its fins fit down 
closo to its body, liko a knife blade into 
its handle. 
Fish with largo honda, bigger 
than their bodies, and short, stubby fins 
are, of courso, built for slow motion.” 
“ What are tho fastest fishes ” 
“Tho predatory fish, those which live 
on prey, are tho fastest swimmers. Tho 
food fishes ore generally among tho slow­ 
est and are consequently easily captured. 
Their loss is recompensed, however, by 
tho natural law which makes them very 
prolific in reproduction. 
Dolphins have 
been known to swim around an ocean 
steamer and it is quito safe to say that 
their speed Is twonty miles an hour, but it 
may bo twico as much. 
Tho bonito is a 
fast-swimming fish. Just what its speed 
is I do not know. 
Tho head of tho gooso 
fish is very largo—twonty times as big as 
its body. 
It moves about very littlo and 
swims at tho bottom of tho ocean. 
The 
Spanish mackerel is one of tho fastest of 
tho food fishes. 
Its body is cono*shapod 
and as 
smooth 
as burnished (metal. 
Its 
spread 
is as 
matchless as tho 
dolphin's and in motion it cuts tho water 
liko a yacht.”

But four of thoso 
young ladies, tho youngest of whom is but 
twelve yoars of age, and tho eldest six­ 
teen, aro of tho highest class in their pro­ 
fession, tho Ordor of tho “Tandak” ; the; 
Oro of good birth, havo been carefull 
educated in a sort of nunnery, and aro 
trainod, like tho famous “Bayaderes” of 
ancient India, to assist in certain mystical 
rites of temple worship.

The 
solar plexus is a very Important part of 
the nervous system, and is situated im­ 
mediately behind the stomach. 
A severe blow inflicted upon tho body 
just over this spot may cause almost in­ 
stant death, and tho sudden shock caused 
by a deluge of I co-water has exactly the 
effect of a blow, though it does not always 
prove fataL 
Many persons, after a draught of loo- 
wator, feel faint and become palo, with­ 
out in tho least realizing that tho local 
temperature hod been reduced, tho action 
of tho hoart woakenod, and, iu conse­ 
quence, a diminished amount of blood sent 
to tho lungs and brain.
